Compounds may be acetate, nitrate, butyrate, ethyl, 
methacrylates, styrenes, polyvinyl alcohols, polyester, ete. 

The approximate poundage formed in the form cf film 
is between 700 and 1100 pounds per 24 hours, and this 
depends a lot on the nature of the compound to form the 
film and the thickness of the film formed. 

Inspection of the plant is invited by serious parties, 
and will stand rigid inspection and investigation, No 
promoters tolerated.

(d) Where it is unavoidable to lo 
cate the flash line other than on a flat 
surface it will often be found advan 
tageous to add a lip or beading, along 
which the line would lie. This would 
make for simpler removal of th 
flash. 

(e) Inscription panels, fluting for 
decorative purposes, or recessed por 
tions on the side surface of a com 
ponent should not be extended up to 
the flash line, for the same reasons 
given above. 

(f) Endeavour to blend in the flash 
line with the general styling employed 
on the surfaces of the component as 
far as possible. Thus, in the case of 
an article having a number of ribs 
running along its whole length, it will 
be far better to locate the flash line 
along the crests of these ribs rather 
than across them. 

(g ) Try always to locate flash lines 
along a non-essential surface. 

(G) The Wall Thickness of the 

Component 

One other important point will also 
have to be settled by the designer of 
the plastics article, possibly in co 
operation with the mold designer and 
engineer; this is the matter of wall 
thickness to be embodied in the part. 

From the cost viewpoint the thinner 
the walls molded the less material will 
be used, and the cost of the compon- 
ent will be accordingly reduced. There 
will usually be a limiting factor in the 
shape of the strength requirements to 
be fulfilled by the finished article. The 
walls must be left thick enough to 
stand up satisfactorily to the work- 
ing conditions. 

If the component is required as an 
electrical insulating medium as well, 
its wall thickness will have to be care- 
fully determined in order to ensure 
maximum insulating capacities. Un- 
duly thin walls, whilst being strong 
enough in a mechanical sense for the 
purposes in view, might be too thin to 
give best insulating results if the part 
acts as an insulator. 

Wall thickness will be determined 
by the size of the component and the 
duties to be fulfilled. Very thin wall 
sections can be successfully molded, 
viz., as low as .045 in. for the thermo- 
plastics, and about .070 in. with 
thermo-setting materials. 


If the component is only small in 


size and has very light mechanical 
functions to perform, the above fig 
ures would be satisfactory. On the 
other hand, if the component is ver) 
large. and to be compression molded 
in thermo-setting substances, then it 
might be necessary to Increase Wal 
thickness up to as much as of 
evenly slightly above this figure 

The chief points to be observed wu 
wall thickness design is that the 
thickness should be as and 
regular as possible throughout the 
whole component. Sudden and. large 
changes in sectional thickness should 
be avoided. Non-uniform wall sections 
may lead to numerous troubles 1 
mold operation, and in respect of the 
finished quality of the article. Un 
equalized cooling stresses arising fron 
uneven wall section may cause por 
osity, distortion cracking of the 
thinner portions. 

With compression-molded compon 
ents heavy sections might be under 
cured, this leading to weakness of the 
component at such points. Surface 
sinks and disfigurations may also 
oecur in connection with the molding 
of components of this kind 

In cases where the component is to 
be deeply cored the walls should be 
amply tapered, with the thinnest por- 
tions nearest the parting line surface 
of the mold. 

A better flow will thus be obtained, 
and the material will flow upwards 
away from the lower portions of the 
mold cavity. If the latter is fairly 
deep it may well be that by the time 
the material reaches the upper por 
tions of the cavity it will have pro 
gressed well into the “cure” stage. 

It will thus be appreciated that if 
the component design is such as re 
quires the thicker portions of the wall 
to be located at the top of the cavity 
there might be a risk of under-curing 
or premature curing taking place, 
with resultant weakness in the fin 
ished component. Such condition 
might also produce an improper “fill” 
and a partially-formed molding 

It should be borne in mind that the 
strength of a wall may often be ma 
terially increased by the addition of 
a fillet, rib, beading or ledge at a par 
ticular point. By the use of such stif 
fening features the general wall thick 
ness may often be maintained withit 
small limits. 

In the final determination of the 
wall thickness to be used it is nearly 
always advisable for the user or con 
ponent designer to discuss the mat 
ter with the mould engineer, who will 
be able to advise more expertly in 
the light of the service requirements 
involved and the material being used, 
and the strength characteristics to le 
obtained.

"Plastics Futures'' Heard At East New England

Advantages of the vacuum forming 
include: (1) cheap die 
struction of plaster, wood, sprayed 
metal shells, ete.; (2) fast production 
by means of short cycles and multiple 
dies; (3) use of preprinted art work 
on the flat sheets prior to forming is 
feasible; (4) wide range of flexibility 
in sheet size, gage (0.001-0.125 inch), 
and material type; and (5) the pro- 
cess provides a quick means for pro- 
duct design development and the pro- 
duction of samples for market testing. 
Applications for the include 
packagings, advertising displays, deep 
embossing of flexible vinyls, and in- 
dustrial components and parts. 


Mr. Collins stated that the 
growth in the use of vacuum ferming 
methods, as discussed by Mr. Stratton, 
has brought back the demand for 
sprayed metal molds.

S. Cal. Talk Is On 
Organosols, Plastisols 
R. L. Whann 


Mr. Elbert Davis, Plas-Kem Corp., 
Burbank, California, presented a very 
informative and interesting discussion 
on the technical details of the entire 
field of vinyl plastisols, organsols, and 
plastigels, including the casting, coat 
ing, and foaming techniques and the 
various formulations that are tail- 
ored for specific applications, 

In introducing the subject, Mr. 
Davis pointed out the advantages of 
the vinyl dispersion resins are that 
high molecular-weight insoluble resins 
can be used to obtain high solids con 
tents with low cost solvents. 

Organosols: An organosol is o MIX 
ture of polyvinyl chloride resin, sol 
vent, plasticizer, stabilizer, filler, color 
and additives for special uses. 

Polar solvents such as dibutyl ke 
tone, sometimes referred to as dis 
perents, are generally employed. They 
partially solvate the resin and facili- 
tate the dispersion of the resin clus 
ters. An excessive amount of a pola 
solvent will cause too much dispersion 
and cause a gel to form, To avoid a 
gel and yet obtain a minimum (low) 
viscosity non-polar solvents such as 
mineral spirits or xylene are used. 

Plasticizers are usually polar con 
pounds and are considered as part of 
the dispersant. They must be non 
solvent at room temperature for good 
viscosity stability during storage and 
must be good solvents at elevated 
temperature to yield a good film. 
Monomeric esters are good solvents 
for low viscosities. Resinous or poly 
merics are poor solvents and yield 
high viscosities. Blends of these types 
are tailored for low migration, low 
lacquer lift on low extraction char 
acteristics. 

Heat stabilizers are added to ab 
sorb the hydrochloric acid from the 
vinyl chloride polymerization reaction, 
Ultra-violet light catalyzes oxidative 
breakdown of the resin chain, there 
fore light stabilizers are added, These 
light stabilizers act as reactive re 
ducing agents, acid absorbers and 
light screens. They also protect the 
plasticizers from breakdown by hy 


drolysis and oxidation. 


Lubricants are added to the resi 


nixtures to facilitate removal of the 
cast part from the mold. These may 
be waxes, oils, metallic soaps or s 
cones, 

Any plement added for color must 
be resistant to heat and acid break 
adown, 

There are a number of additives 
Which are emploved to impart flame 
resistance, fungrus resistance, abrasion 
and low temperature resistance 

Organosols find application for 
spraying, dipping, casting, doctor 
blade, and roll coating 

Plastisols: Plastisols are similar to 
organosols except that solvents are 


not employed. They will be composed 
of polyvinyl chloride resin, plasticizer, 
stabilizer, lubricant, color and_ fillet 

Plastisols find principal application 
for solid slush molding. Low 
Viscosity, low vield  plastisol mixes 
are generally employed for slush 
molding. Slush molds may be made 
from a wood, clay or plastic model 
Slush molds are usually made of 
metal, either sprayed or cast lead o1 
electroformed nickel. They may be 
either male or female, Duplicate mold 
can be made from the first plastisol 
castings. 

The slush molding operation con 
sists of preheating the mold pouring 
mix into mold, dwell, pour out excess 
material (leaving a gelled coating in 
the mold), cure, cool and remove 
casting. The preheating cycle depends 
upon Weight and material of mold, 
tvpe of plastisol to be cast and de 
sired thickness of cast part. Cast 
parts are stripped from the molds 
either manually or using compressed 
air or vacuum, A two pour method is 
often used to obtain bubble free sur 


faces. 

A closed mold procedure Is Sonne 
times employed, It consists of filling 
one-half, close mold, rotate mold in 
oven, cool partially, and opel The

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THE Snjection 
MOLDERSCOPE

\ Sad Experience 

Many of our readers are familiar 
with IMS. Silicone Spray Injection 
Mold Release. We recently changed 
FROM an injection molded valve TO 
an all metal one because we could 
not get a plastic valve that was made 
right, and that would perform as it 
should. This costly experience with an 
injection molded part carries enough 
of a moral to make the story interest- 


ing to injection molders. 


The valve in question Was a simple 
part, a round rod-like section *s"x*s" 
molded of polyethylene with two cored 
holes. Into one of the cored holes 
a small injection nozzle was pressed. 
This hole was molded off size and out 
of round so much of the time that 
most of the little nozzles would easily 
blow out. In addition there was so 
much flash inside the part where the 
two holes met that small pieces of 
it would get into the atomizing noz- 
zie and plug it—and the injection 
molder who tried to use it would send 
the can back and complain that it was 
no good. Every time | got one of 
these cans back I would replace it 
and give a grim laugh: | hoped it 
Was not a case of the pot calling 
the kettle black! We worried along 
with the injection molded part much 
longer than we should have—out of 
a kind of industry loyalty, I guess, 
and then cancelled an order for 25, 
0 valves. To make the story worse, 
we changed plans for using the 
injection molded part on group 
of 100,000 cans we are planning to 
put up for a Gun Spray and a Record 
Spray soon to be introduced to 
the consumer market to help even out 
the peaks and valleys of our business. 


Now as to the cause of the trouble. 
The cycle Wis probably too fast and 
the mold was not cold enough so that 
the shrinkage could be controlled. 
It looked as though some of the parts 
were pulled from pins while still hot 
or soft. A chilled mold with) poly 
ethylene therefore is indicated—a new 
and interesting development re- 
cent months. From the percentage of 
bad valves encountered, I would esti- 
mate that about 30° of the cavities 
needed reworking, re-gating or re 
venting, and the pins changed to a 
smaller size. Getting rid of the in- 
ternal flash would be a tough, pre 
cision tool making job but one that 
should surely be undertaken. At any 
rate—-there is our sad experience 
a plastic story in reverse: metal takes 
the place of an injection molded part!

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TORONTO ROUND-TABLE DISCUSSES 
PLASTIC PIPE: MOLDING PROBLEMS 
G. M. Hale 


This meeting took the form of a 
panel discussion at which T, J, Carey 
was moderator and the pancl was 
composed of Messrs. B. Kellam, T. 
Wold, H. A. W. Lynch and F. Me- 

1. The first subject put to the panel, 
by C. Seay, was what allowance to 
shrinkage. The 


following conclusions were reached:

It is not possible to forecast exact 
shrinkage and where tolerances are 
close it is necessary to use trial and 
error and rely mainly on judgement 
and experience gained on previous 
jobs. 

Data supplied by material suppliers, 
while as accurate as it is possibie for 
them to make it, cannot be relied upon 
100°) due to shrinkage also being de- 
pendent upon the casting machine, and 
in the case of thermoplastics the lo- 
cation of the gates and type of gating. 
Figures were given by one moulder 
which showed a 330% decrease in 
shrinkage when they changed from 
conventional gating to restricted gat- 
ing. 

The method of measuring shrinkage 
has much to do with the results ob- 
tained, it should be measured from 
cold mould to cold piece. 

2. A. Long questioned the panel as 
to the future of plastic piping. We 
were advised that at present there 
are two groups with a budget of $5,000 
each, studying the corrosion of under- 
ground pipe and conduit. It was point- 
ed out that a 100 foot length of some 
plastic piping had a 16” expansion 
over a temperature range of 100 F. 
and hence the installation of plastic 
piping is of utmost importance. At 
the moment more details are required 
on installation procedure including 
connections, fittings, ete. In this re- 
gard it was pointed out that the in- 
jection moulders should work very 
closely with the extruders to avail 
themselves of the large market for 
pipe-fittings. 

Cold flow was discussed for the 
various thermoplastics as well as poly- 
esters and it was pointed out that 
most materials were not satisfactory 
for water over 100°F, 

It was concluded that plastic piping

should first be investigated’ wher 
present piping is) not entirely satis- 
factory. These end uses would include 
irrigation, oil fields( avining, jet 
chemical plants, ete. 

3. The next question, advanced by 
H. Humphries had to do with pessibl 
uses for flash from thermosetting 
moulding. 

Melamine and urea flash can be 
sold for fertilizer, however, phenolic 
flash has found very little use. There 
are, or have been, moulders who have 
worked in about 10% flash with virgin 
stock, however, one of our members 
who tried this advised that they found 
their rejects were increased to such 
an extent that it was not economically 
advantageous. 

It was learned that it might be 
possible to use melamine as insula- 
tion and any of them may be suit- 
able as packing in low pressure frac- 
tional distillation columns. 

4. J. Schneider inquired as to the 
causes of checking of styrene mould- 
ings after lacquering and aging and 
possible cures, 

It was agreed that checking was 
due to: (1) solvents in the lacquer 
and (2) strains in the piece. As the 
checking referred to in the question 
was developing prior to the piece being 
put on the market, stresses and strains 
caused by improper use were not con- 
sidered. It was generally agreed that 
annealing was the best method to re- 
lease strain caused in the moulding 
and this also increases the dimensional 
stability of the piece. As for the 
checking caused by lacquers was con- 
cerned this amounts to the proper 
selection of lacquers but a lacquer 
which bites into the material breaks 
through the outer skin and wil thus 
permit the internal strains to pull and 
thus cause cracking. Annealing would 
thus help checking caused by lac- 
quering through the removal of these 
internal strains. 

Other causes of checking are im- 
proper machining and packing in the 
mould. 

5. The next question put forward 
by J. Schneider was how to avoid 
cracking—after a period of time— 
in urea mouldings especially when 
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transfer or plunger moulding 
used. It was pointed out tha 
mouldings, especially when ti 

or plunger methods used, are not d 
mensionally stable and moisture, | 
erature, etc. Affected ureas to a lar 
extent, new materials now und 
might help but with present mat 
transfer and plunger moulding 

be avoided. Transfer moulding o 
moplastics was mentioned and 
stated that it amounts to pr 
ticizing the material.
